Tempting Dishes 
I Are Easily Made 
by Using Cheese

HEESE, cooked and uncooked, 
being used more widely, to­ 
day than pver before in Amer­ 
ican households.

Add sugar enough to sweet­ 
en the cream to taste, then pour it 
into a cheese bag that has been 
w rung out of cold w ater and let it 
drain twenty-four hours in q. cool 
place. 
Turn out th© cheese and 
mold It in shape on a pretty dish, 
then garnish it w ith a teaspoonful 
of jelly or rich preserve*. 
Almond Cream Cheese, 
Take & fresh cream cheese and 
work it to a- smooth, thick paste 
w ith a little heavy cream.
